enue loss coverage payments are required to be pro-10

vided for that crop year.

(4) COVERED COMMODITY.—The term ‘‘covered 12

commodity’’ means wheat, oats, and barley (includ-13

ing wheat, oats, and barley used for haying and 14

grazing), corn, grain sorghum, long grain rice, me-15

dium grain rice, pulse crops, soybeans, other oil-16

seeds, and peanuts.

(8) MEDIUM GRAIN RICE.—The term ‘‘medium 20

grain rice’’ includes short grain rice. 21

(9) MIDSEASON PRICE.—The term ‘‘midseason 22

price’’ means the applicable national average market 23

price received by producers for the first 5 months of 24
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the applicable marketing year, as determined by the 1

Secretary. 2

(10) OTHER OILSEED.—The term ‘‘other oil-3

seed’’ means a crop of sunflower seed, rapeseed, 4

canola, safflower, flaxseed, mustard seed, crambe, 5

sesame seed, or any oilseed designated by the Sec-6

retary. 7

(11) PAYMENT ACRES.— 8

(A) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided in 9

subparagraphs (B) through (D), the term ‘‘pay-10

ment acres’’, with respect to the provision of 11

price loss coverage payments and revenue loss 12

coverage payments, means— 13

(i) 85 percent of total acres planted 14

for the year to each covered commodity on 15

a farm; and 16

(ii) 30 percent of total acres approved 17

as prevented from being planted for the 18

year to each covered commodity on a farm. 19

(B) MAXIMUM.—The total quantity of pay-20

ment acres determined under subparagraph (A) 21

shall not exceed the farm base acres.

(13) PRICE LOSS COVERAGE.—The term ‘‘price 19

loss coverage’’ means coverage provided under sec-20

tion 1107(b). 21

(14) PRODUCER.— 22

(A) IN GENERAL.—The term ‘‘producer’’ 23

means an owner, operator, landlord, tenant, or 24

sharecropper that shares in the risk of pro-25
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ducing a crop and is entitled to share in the 1

crop available for marketing from the farm, or 2

would have shared had the crop been produced. 3

(B) HYBRID SEED.—In determining 4

whether a grower of hybrid seed is a producer, 5

the Secretary shall— 6

(i) not take into consideration the ex-7

istence of a hybrid seed contract; and 8

(ii) ensure that program requirements 9

do not adversely affect the ability of the 10

grower to receive a payment under this 11

title.

(F) Long grain rice, $14.00 per hundred-24

weight. 25

dredweight. 2

(H) Soybeans, $8.40 per bushel. 3

(I) Other oilseeds, $20.15 per hundred-4

weight. 5

(J) Peanuts $535.00 per ton. 6

(K) Dry peas, $11.00 per hundredweight. 7

(L) Lentils, $19.97 per hundredweight. 8

(M) Small chickpeas, $19.04 per hundred-9

weight. 10

(N) Large chickpeas, $21.54 per hundred-11

weight. 12

(17) REVENUE LOSS COVERAGE.—The term 13

‘‘revenue loss coverage’’ means coverage provided 14

under section 1107(c). 15

(18) SECRETARY.—The term ‘‘Secretary’’ 16

means the Secretary of Agriculture. 17

(19) STATE.—The term ‘‘State’’ means— 18

(A) a State; 19

(B) the District of Columbia; 20

(C) the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico; 21

and 22

(D) any other territory or possession of the 23

United States. 24
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(20) TEMPERATE JAPONICA RICE.—The term 1

‘‘temperate japonica rice’’ means rice that is grown 2

in high altitudes or temperate regions of high lati-3

tudes with cooler climate conditions, in the Western 4

United States, as determined by the Secretary. 5

(21) TRANSITIONAL YIELD.—The term ‘‘transi-6

tional yield’’ has the meaning given the term in sec-7

tion 502(b) of the Federal Crop Insurance Act (7 8

U.S.C. 1502(b)). 9

(22) UNITED STATES.—The term ‘‘United 10

States’’, when used in a geographical sense, means 11

all of the States. 12

(23) UNITED STATES PREMIUM FACTOR.—The 13

term ‘‘United States Premium Factor’’ means the 14

percentage by which the difference in the United 15

States loan schedule premiums for Strict Middling 16

(SM) 11⁄8-inch upland cotton and for Middling (M) 17

13⁄32-inch upland cotton exceeds the difference in the 18

applicable premiums for comparable international 19

qualities. 20

SEC. 1105. BASE ACRES. 21

(a) ADJUSTMENT OF BASE ACRES.— 22

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall provide 23

for an adjustment, as appropriate, in the base acres 24
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for covered commodities and cotton for a farm when-1

ever any of the following circumstances occurs: 2

(A) A conservation reserve contract en-3

tered into under section 1231 of the Food Secu-4

rity Act of 1985 (16 U.S.C. 3831) with respect 5

to the farm expires or is voluntarily terminated. 6

(B) Cropland is released from coverage 7

under a conservation reserve contract by the 8

Secretary. 9

(C) The producer has eligible oilseed acre-10

age as the result of the Secretary designating 11

additional oilseeds, which shall be determined in 12

the same manner as eligible oilseed acreage 13

under section 1101(a)(1)(D) of the Food, Con-14

servation, and Energy Act of 2008 (7 U.S.C. 15

8711(a)(1)(D)).

(2) SPECIAL CONSERVATION RESERVE ACREAGE 17

PAYMENT RULES.—For the crop year in which a 18

base acres adjustment under subparagraph (A) or 19

(B) of paragraph (1) is first made, the owner of the 20

farm shall elect to receive price loss coverage or rev-21

enue loss coverage with respect to the acreage added 22

to the farm under this subsection or a prorated pay-23

ment under the conservation reserve contract, but 24

not both. 25
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(b) PREVENTION OF EXCESS BASE ACRES.— 1

(1) REQUIRED REDUCTION.—If the sum of the 2

base acres for a farm, together with the acreage de-3

scribed in paragraph (2) exceeds the actual cropland 4

acreage of the farm, the Secretary shall reduce the 5

base acres for 1 or more covered commodities or cot-6

ton for the farm so that the sum of the base acres 7

and acreage described in paragraph (2) does not ex-8

ceed the actual cropland acreage of the farm. 9

(2) OTHER ACREAGE.—For purposes of para-10

graph (1), the Secretary shall include the following: 11

(A) Any acreage on the farm enrolled in 12

the conservation reserve program or wetlands 13

reserve program (or successor programs) under 14

chapter 1 of subtitle D of title XII of the Food 15

Security Act of 1985 (16 U.S.C. 3830 et seq.). 16

(B) Any other acreage on the farm en-17

rolled in a Federal conservation program for 18

which payments are made in exchange for not 19

producing an agricultural commodity on the 20

acreage. 21

(C) If the Secretary designates additional 22

oilseeds, any eligible oilseed acreage, which shall 23

be determined in the same manner as eligible 24

oilseed acreage under subsection (a)(1)(C). 25
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(3) SELECTION OF ACRES.—The Secretary shall 1

give the owner of the farm the opportunity to select 2

the base acres for a covered commodity or cotton for 3

the farm against which the reduction required by 4

paragraph (1) will be made. 5

(4) EXCEPTION FOR DOUBLE-CROPPED ACRE-6

AGE.—In applying paragraph (1), the Secretary 7

shall make an exception in the case of double crop-8

ping, as determined by the Secretary. 9

(c) REDUCTION IN BASE ACRES.— 10

(1) REDUCTION AT OPTION OF OWNER.— 11

(A) IN GENERAL.—The owner of a farm 12

may reduce, at any time, the base acres for any 13

covered commodity or cotton for the farm. 14

(B) EFFECT OF REDUCTION.—A reduction 15

under subparagraph (A) shall be permanent 16

and made in a manner prescribed by the Sec-17

retary. 18

(2) REQUIRED ACTION BY SECRETARY.— 19

(A) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall 20

proportionately reduce base acres on a farm for 21

covered commodities and cotton for land that 22

has been subdivided and developed for multiple 23

residential units or other nonfarming uses if the 24

size of the tracts and the density of the subdivi-25
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sion is such that the land is unlikely to return 1

to the previous agricultural use, unless the pro-2

ducers on the farm demonstrate that the land— 3

(i) remains devoted to commercial ag-4

ricultural production; or 5

(ii) is likely to be returned to the pre-6

vious agricultural use. 7

(B) REQUIREMENT.—The Secretary shall 8

establish procedures to identify land described 9

in subparagraph (A). 10

SEC. 1106. PAYMENT YIELDS. 11

(a) ESTABLISHMENT AND PURPOSE.—For the pur-12

pose of making payments under this subtitle, the Sec-13

retary shall provide for the establishment of a yield for 14

each farm for any designated oilseed for which a payment 15

yield was not established under section 1102 of the Food, 16

Conservation, and Energy Act of 2008 (7 U.S.C. 8712) 17

in accordance with this section. 18

(b) PAYMENT YIELDS FOR DESIGNATED OIL-19

SEEDS.— 20

(1) DETERMINATION OF AVERAGE YIELD.—In 21

the case of designated oilseeds, the Secretary shall 22

determine the average yield per planted acre for the 23

designated oilseed on a farm for the 1998 through 24

2001 crop years, excluding any crop year in which 25
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the acreage planted to the designated oilseed was 1

zero. 2

(2) ADJUSTMENT FOR PAYMENT YIELD.— 3

(A) IN GENERAL.—The payment yield for 4

a farm for a designated oilseed shall be equal 5

to the product of the following: 6

(i) The average yield for the des-7

ignated oilseed determined under para-8

graph (1). 9

(ii) The ratio resulting from dividing 10

the national average yield for the des-11

ignated oilseed for the 1981 through 1985 12

crops by the national average yield for the 13

designated oilseed for the 1998 through 14

2001 crops. 15

(B) NO NATIONAL AVERAGE YIELD INFOR-16

MATION AVAILABLE.—To the extent that na-17

tional average yield information for a des-18

ignated oilseed is not available, the Secretary 19

shall use such information as the Secretary de-20

termines to be fair and equitable to establish a 21

national average yield under this section. 22

(3) USE OF COUNTY AVERAGE YIELD.—If the 23

yield per planted acre for a crop of a designated oil-24

seed for a farm for any of the 1998 through 2001 25
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crop years was less than 75 percent of the county 1

yield for that designated oilseed, the Secretary shall 2

assign a yield for that crop year equal to 75 percent 3

of the county yield for the purpose of determining 4

the average under paragraph (1). 5

(4) NO HISTORIC YIELD DATA AVAILABLE.—In 6

the case of establishing yields for designated oil-7

seeds, if historic yield data is not available, the Sec-8

retary shall use the ratio for dry peas calculated 9

under paragraph (2)(A)(ii) in determining the yields 10

for designated oilseeds, as determined to be fair and 11

equitable by the Secretary. 12

(c) EFFECT OF LACK OF PAYMENT YIELD.— 13

(1) ESTABLISHMENT BY SECRETARY.—If no 14

payment yield is otherwise established for a farm for 15

which a covered commodity is planted and eligible to 16

receive price loss coverage payments, the Secretary 17

shall establish an appropriate payment yield for the 18

covered commodity on the farm under paragraph 19

(2). 20

(2) USE OF SIMILARLY SITUATED FARMS.—To 21

establish an appropriate payment yield for a covered 22

commodity on a farm as required by paragraph (1), 23

the Secretary shall take into consideration the farm 24

program payment yields applicable to that covered 25
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commodity for similarly situated farms. The use of 1

such data in an appeal, by the Secretary or by the 2

producer, shall not be subject to any other provision 3

of law. 4

(d) SINGLE OPPORTUNITY TO UPDATE YIELDS 5

USED TO DETERMINE PRICE LOSS COVERAGE PAY-6

MENTS.— 7

(1) ELECTION TO UPDATE.—At the sole discre-8

tion of the owner of a farm, the owner of a farm 9

shall have a 1-time opportunity to update the pay-10

ment yields on a covered commodity-by-covered-com-11

modity basis that would otherwise be used in calcu-12

lating any price loss coverage payment for covered 13

commodities on the farm. 14

(2) TIME FOR ELECTION.—The election under 15

paragraph (1) shall be made at a time and manner 16

to be in effect for the 2014 crop year as determined 17

by the Secretary. 18

(3) METHOD OF UPDATING YIELDS.—If the 19

owner of a farm elects to update yields under this 20

subsection, the payment yield for a covered com-21

modity on the farm, for the purpose of calculating 22

price loss coverage payments only, shall be equal to 23

90 percent of the average of the yield per planted 24

acre for the crop of the covered commodity on the 25
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farm for the 2008 through 2012 crop years, as de-1

termined by the Secretary, excluding any crop year 2

in which the acreage planted to the crop of the cov-3

ered commodity was zero. 4

(4) USE OF COUNTY AVERAGE YIELD.—If the 5

yield per planted acre for a crop of the covered com-6

modity for a farm for any of the 2008 through 2012 7

crop years was less than 75 percent of the average 8

of the 2008 through 2012 county yield for that com-9

modity, the Secretary shall assign a yield for that 10

crop year equal to 75 percent of the average of the 11

2008 through 2012 county yield for the purposes of 12

determining the average yield under paragraph (3). 13

(5) EFFECT OF LACK OF PAYMENT YIELD.— 14

(A) ESTABLISHMENT BY SECRETARY.— 15

For purposes of this subsection, if no payment 16

yield is otherwise established for a covered com-17

modity on a farm, the Secretary shall establish 18

an appropriate updated payment yield for the 19

covered commodity on the farm under subpara-20

graph (B). 21

(B) USE OF SIMILARLY SITUATED 22

FARMS.—To establish an appropriate payment 23

yield for a covered commodity on a farm as re-24

quired by subparagraph (A), the Secretary shall 25

SEC. 1107. FARM RISK MANAGEMENT ELECTION. 7

(b) PRICE LOSS COVERAGE.— 5

(1) PAYMENTS.—For the 2014 crop year and 6

each succeeding crop year, the Secretary shall make 7

price loss coverage payments to producers on a farm 8

for a covered commodity if the Secretary determines 9

that— 10

(A) the effective price for the covered com-11

(3) PAYMENT RATE.—The payment rate shall 23

be equal to the difference between— 24
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(A) the reference price for the covered 1

commodity; and 2

(B) the effective price determined under 3

paragraph (2) for the covered commodity. 4

(4) PAYMENT AMOUNT.—If price loss coverage 5

payments are required to be provided under this 6

subsection for the 2014 crop year or any succeding 7

crop year for a covered commodity, the amount of 8

the price loss coverage payment to be paid to the 9

producers on a farm for the crop year shall be equal 10

to the product obtained by multiplying— 11

(B) the higher of— 24

(i) the midseason price; or 25
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(ii) the national average loan rate for 1

a marketing assistance loan for the covered 2

commodity in effect for such crop year 3

under subtitle B. 4

(5) COUNTY REVENUE LOSS COVERAGE TRIG-5

GER.— 6

(A) IN GENERAL.—The county revenue 7

loss coverage trigger for a crop year for a cov-8

ered commodity on a farm shall equal 85 per-9

cent of the benchmark county revenue. 10

(B) BENCHMARK COUNTY REVENUE.— 11

(i) IN GENERAL.—The benchmark 12

county revenue shall be the product ob-13

tained by multiplying— 14

(I) subject to clause (ii), the av-15

erage historical county yield as deter-16

mined by the Secretary for the most 17

recent 5 crop years, excluding each of 18

the crop years with the highest and 19

lowest yields; and 20

(II) subject to clause (iii), the av-21

erage national marketing year average 22

price for the most recent 5 crop years, 23

excluding each of the crop years with 24

the highest and lowest prices. 25
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(ii) YIELD CONDITIONS.—If the his-1

torical county yield in clause (i)(I) for any 2

of the 5 most recent crop years, as deter-3

mined by the Secretary, is less than 70 4

percent of the transitional yield, as deter-5

mined by the Secretary, the amounts used 6

for any of those years in clause (i)(I) shall 7

be 70 percent of the transitional yield.

(7) PAYMENT AMOUNT.—If revenue loss cov-4

erage payments under this subsection are required 5

to be provided for the 2014 crop year or any suc-6

ceeding crop year of a covered commodity, the 7

amount of the revenue loss coverage payment to be 8

provided to the producers on a farm for the crop 9

year shall be equal to the product obtained by multi-10

plying— 11

(A) the payment rate under paragraph (6); 12

and 13

(B) the payment acres of the covered com-14

modity on the farm. 15

(8) DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY.—In providing 16

revenue loss coverage payments under this sub-17

section, the Secretary— 18

(A) shall ensure that producers on a farm 19

do not reconstitute the farm of the producers to 20

void or change the election made under para-21

graph (1); 22

(B) to the maximum extent practicable, 23

shall use all available information and analysis, 24

including data mining, to check for anomalies 25
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in the provision of revenue loss coverage pay-1

ments; 2

(C) to the maximum extent practicable, 3

shall calculate a separate county revenue loss 4

coverage trigger for irrigated and nonirrigated 5

covered commodities and a separate actual 6

county revenue for irrigated and nonirrigated 7

covered commodities; 8

(D) shall assign a benchmark county yield 9

for each planted acre for the crop year for the 10

covered commodity on the basis of the yield his-11

tory of representative farms in the State, re-12

gion, or crop reporting district, as determined 13

by the Secretary, if— 14

(i) the Secretary cannot establish the 15

benchmark county yield for each planted 16

acre for a crop year for a covered com-17

modity in the county in accordance with 18

paragraph (5); or 19

(ii) the yield determined under para-20

graph (5) is an unrepresentative average 21

yield for the county (as determined by the 22

Secretary); and 23

(E) to the maximum extent practicable, 24

shall ensure that in order to be eligible for a 25
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payment under this subsection, the producers 1

on the farm suffered an actual loss on the cov-2

ered commodity for the crop year for which 3

payment is sought. 4

(d) ANNUAL REPORT.—The Secretary shall submit 5

to the Committee on Agriculture of the House of Rep-6

resentatives and the Committee on Agriculture, Nutrition, 7

and Forestry of the Senate a report annually containing 8

an evaluation of the impact of price loss coverage and rev-9

enue loss coverage— 10

(1) on the planting, production, price, and ex-11

port of covered commodities; and 12

(2) on the cost of each commodity program. 13

(e) CAP ON TOTAL OBLIGATIONS AND EXPENDI-14

transferee or owner, the Secretary may modify the 22

requirements of this subsection if the modifications 23

are consistent with the objectives of this subsection, 24

as determined by the Secretary. 25
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(b) TRANSFER OR CHANGE OF INTEREST IN 1

FARM.— 2

(1) TERMINATION.— 3

(A) IN GENERAL.—Except as provided in 4

paragraph (2), a transfer of (or change in) the 5

interest of the producers on a farm for which 6

payments under this subtitle are provided shall 7

result in the termination of the payments, un-8

less the transferee or owner of the acreage 9

agrees to assume all obligations under sub-10

section (a). 11

(B) EFFECTIVE DATE.—The termination 12

shall take effect on the date determined by the 13

Secretary. 14

(2) EXCEPTION.—If a producer entitled to a 15

payment under this subtitle dies, becomes incom-16

petent, or is otherwise unable to receive the pay-17

ment, the Secretary shall make the payment in ac-18

cordance with rules issued by the Secretary. 19

(c) ACREAGE REPORTS.—As a condition on the re-20

ceipt of any benefits under this subtitle or subtitle B, the 21

Secretary shall require producers on a farm to submit to 22

the Secretary annual acreage reports with respect to all 23

cropland on the farm. 24
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(d) TENANTS AND SHARECROPPERS.—In carrying 1

out this subtitle, the Secretary shall provide adequate safe-2

guards to protect the interests of tenants and share-3

croppers. 4

(e) SHARING OF PAYMENTS.—The Secretary shall 5

provide for the sharing of payments made under this sub-6

title among the producers on a farm on a fair and equi-7

table basis. 8

Subtitle B—Marketing Loans 9

SEC. 1201. AVAILABILITY OF NONRECOURSE MARKETING 10

ASSISTANCE LOANS FOR LOAN COMMOD-11

ITIES. 12

(a) DEFINITION OF LOAN COMMODITY.—In this sub-13

title, the term ‘‘loan commodity’’ means wheat, corn, grain 14

sorghum, barley, oats, upland cotton, extra long staple 15

cotton, long grain rice, medium grain rice, peanuts, soy-16

beans, other oilseeds, graded wool, nongraded wool, mo-17

hair, honey, dry peas, lentils, small chickpeas, and large 18

chickpeas.

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(2) TERMS AND CONDITIONS.—The marketing 1

assistance loans shall be made under terms and con-2

ditions that are prescribed by the Secretary and at 3

the loan rate established under section 1202 for the 4

loan commodity. 5

(c) ELIGIBLE PRODUCTION.—The producers on a 6

farm shall be eligible for a marketing assistance loan 7

under subsection (b) for any quantity of a loan commodity 8

produced on the farm. 9

(d) COMPLIANCE WITH CONSERVATION AND WET-10

LANDS REQUIREMENTS.—As a condition of the receipt of 11

a marketing assistance loan under subsection (b), the pro-12

ducer shall comply with applicable conservation require-13

ments under subtitle B of title XII of the Food Security 14

Act of 1985 (16 U.S.C. 3811 et seq.) and applicable wet-15

land protection requirements under subtitle C of title XII 16

of that Act (16 U.S.C. 3821 et seq.) during the term of 17

the loan. 18

(e) SPECIAL RULES FOR PEANUTS.— 19

(1) IN GENERAL.—This subsection shall apply 20

only to producers of peanuts. 21

(2) OPTIONS FOR OBTAINING LOAN.—A mar-22

keting assistance loan under this section, and loan 23

deficiency payments under section 1205, may be ob-24
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tained at the option of the producers on a farm 1

through— 2

(A) a designated marketing association or 3

marketing cooperative of producers that is ap-4

proved by the Secretary; or 5

(B) the Farm Service Agency. 6

(3) STORAGE OF LOAN PEANUTS.—As a condi-7

tion on the approval by the Secretary of an indi-8

vidual or entity to provide storage for peanuts for 9

which a marketing assistance loan is made under 10

this section, the individual or entity shall agree— 11

(A) to provide the storage on a nondiscrim-12

inatory basis; and 13

(B) to comply with such additional require-14

ments as the Secretary considers appropriate to 15

accomplish the purposes of this section and pro-16

mote fairness in the administration of the bene-17

fits of this section. 18

(4) STORAGE, HANDLING, AND ASSOCIATED 19

COSTS.— 20

(A) IN GENERAL.—To ensure proper stor-21

age of peanuts for which a loan is made under 22

this section, the Secretary shall pay handling 23

and other associated costs (other than storage 24

costs) incurred at the time at which the peanuts 25
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are placed under loan, as determined by the 1

Secretary. 2

(B) REDEMPTION AND FORFEITURE.—The 3

Secretary shall— 4

(i) require the repayment of handling 5

and other associated costs paid under sub-6

paragraph (A) for all peanuts pledged as 7

collateral for a loan that is redeemed under 8

this section; and 9

(ii) pay storage, handling, and other 10

associated costs for all peanuts pledged as 11

collateral that are forfeited under this sec-12

tion. 13

(5) MARKETING.—A marketing association or 14

cooperative may market peanuts for which a loan is 15

made under this section in any manner that con-16

forms to consumer needs, including the separation of 17

peanuts by type and quality. 18

(6) REIMBURSABLE AGREEMENTS AND PAY-19

MENT OF ADMINISTRATIVE EXPENSES.—The Sec-20

retary may implement any reimbursable agreements 21

or provide for the payment of administrative ex-22

penses under this subsection only in a manner that 23

is consistent with those activities in regard to other 24

loan commodities. 25
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SEC. 1202. LOAN RATES FOR NONRECOURSE MARKETING 1

ASSISTANCE LOANS. 2

(a) IN GENERAL.—For purposes of the 2014 crop 3

year and each succeeding crop year, the loan rate for a 4

marketing assistance loan under section 1201 for a loan 5

commodity shall be equal to the following: 6

(1) In the case of wheat, $2.94 per bushel. 7

(2) In the case of corn, $1.95 per bushel. 8

(3) In the case of grain sorghum, $1.95 per 9

bushel. 10

(E) Flaxseed. 9

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(D) allow peanuts produced in the United 1

States to be marketed freely and competitively, 2

both domestically and internationally. 3

(i) AUTHORITY TO TEMPORARILY ADJUST REPAY-4

MENT RATES.— 5

(1) ADJUSTMENT AUTHORITY.—In the event of 6

a severe disruption to marketing, transportation, or 7

related infrastructure, the Secretary may modify the 8

repayment rate otherwise applicable under this sec-9

tion for marketing assistance loans under section 10

1201 for a loan commodity.

pelts, the payment rate shall be the amount by 13

1202 for ungraded wool; exceeds 16

(B) the rate at which a marketing assist-17

ance loan for ungraded wool may be repaid 18

under section 1204. 19

(3) HAY AND SILAGE.—In the case of hay or si-20

lage derived from a loan commodity, the payment 21

rate shall be the amount by which— 22

(3) QUANTITY.—The quota shall be equal to 10

the consumption during a 1-week period of cotton by 11

domestic mills at the seasonally adjusted average 12

rate of the most recent 3 months for which official 13

data of the Department of Agriculture are available 14

or, in the absence of sufficient data, as estimated by 15

the Secretary. 16

(4) APPLICATION.—The quota shall apply to 17

upland cotton purchased not later than 90 days 18

after the date of the Secretary’s announcement 19

under paragraph (2) and entered into the United 20

States not later than 180 days after that date. 21

(5) OVERLAP.—A special quota period may be 22

established that overlaps any existing quota period if 23

required by paragraph (2), except that a special 24

quota period may not be established under this sub-25
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section if a quota period has been established under 1

subsection (b). 2

(6) PREFERENTIAL TARIFF TREATMENT.—The 3

quantity under a special import quota shall be con-4

sidered to be an in-quota quantity for purposes of— 5

(A) section 213(d) of the Caribbean Basin 6

Economic Recovery Act (19 U.S.C. 2703(d)); 7

(B) section 204 of the Andean Trade Pref-8

erence Act (19 U.S.C. 3203); 9

(C) section 503(d) of the Trade Act of 10

1974 (19 U.S.C. 2463(d)); and 11

(D) General Note 3(a)(iv) to the Har-12

monized Tariff Schedule. 13

(7) LIMITATION.—The quantity of cotton en-14

tered into the United States during any marketing 15

year under the special import quota established 16

under this subsection may not exceed the equivalent 17

of 10 weeks’ consumption of upland cotton by do-18

mestic mills at the seasonally adjusted average rate 19

of the 3 months immediately preceding the first spe-20

cial import quota established in any marketing year. 21

(b) LIMITED GLOBAL IMPORT QUOTA FOR UPLAND 22

COTTON.— 23

(1) DEFINITIONS.—In this subsection: 24
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(A) DEMAND.—The term ‘‘demand’’ 1

means— 2

(i) the average seasonally adjusted an-3

nual rate of domestic mill consumption of 4

cotton during the most recent 3 months 5

for which official data of the Department 6

of Agriculture are available or, in the ab-7

sence of sufficient data, as estimated by 8

the Secretary; and 9

(ii) the larger of— 10

(I) average exports of upland cot-11

ton during the preceding 6 marketing 12

years; or 13

(II) cumulative exports of upland 14

cotton plus outstanding export sales 15

for the marketing year in which the 16

quota is established. 17

(B) LIMITED GLOBAL IMPORT QUOTA.— 18

The term ‘‘limited global import quota’’ means 19

a quantity of imports that is not subject to the 20

over-quota tariff rate of a tariff-rate quota. 21

(C) SUPPLY.—The term ‘‘supply’’ means, 22

using the latest official data of the Department 23

of Agriculture— 24
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(i) the carry-over of upland cotton at 1

the beginning of the marketing year (ad-2

justed to 480-pound bales) in which the 3

quota is established; 4

(ii) production of the current crop; 5

and 6

(iii) imports to the latest date avail-7

able during the marketing year. 8

(2) PROGRAM.—The President shall carry out 9

an import quota program that provides that when-10

ever the Secretary determines and announces that 11

the average price of the base quality of upland cot-12

ton, as determined by the Secretary, in the des-13

ignated spot markets for a month exceeded 130 per-14

cent of the average price of the quality of cotton in 15

the markets for the preceding 36 months, notwith-16

standing any other provision of law, there shall im-17

mediately be in effect a limited global import quota 18

subject to the following conditions: 19

(A) QUANTITY.—The quantity of the quota 20

shall be equal to 21 days of domestic mill con-21

sumption of upland cotton at the seasonally ad-22

justed average rate of the most recent 3 months 23

for which official data of the Department of Ag-24
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riculture are available or, in the absence of suf-1

ficient data, as estimated by the Secretary. 2

(B) QUANTITY IF PRIOR QUOTA.—If a 3

quota has been established under this sub-4

section during the preceding 12 months, the 5

quantity of the quota next established under 6

this subsection shall be the smaller of 21 days 7

of domestic mill consumption calculated under 8

subparagraph (A) or the quantity required to 9

increase the supply to 130 percent of the de-10

mand. 11

(C) PREFERENTIAL TARIFF TREAT-12

MENT.—The quantity under a limited global 13

import quota shall be considered to be an in- 14

quota quantity for purposes of— 15

(i) section 213(d) of the Caribbean 16

Basin Economic Recovery Act (19 U.S.C. 17

2703(d)); 18

(ii) section 204 of the Andean Trade 19

Preference Act (19 U.S.C. 3203); 20

(iii) section 503(d) of the Trade Act 21

of 1974 (19 U.S.C. 2463(d)); and 22

(iv) General Note 3(a)(iv) to the Har-23

monized Tariff Schedule. 24
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(D) QUOTA ENTRY PERIOD.—When a 1

quota is established under this subsection, cot-2

ton may be entered under the quota during the 3

90-day period beginning on the date the quota 4

is established by the Secretary. 5

(3) NO OVERLAP.—Notwithstanding paragraph 6

(2), a quota period may not be established that over-7

laps an existing quota period or a special quota pe-8

riod established under subsection (a). 9

(c) ECONOMIC ADJUSTMENT ASSISTANCE TO USERS 10

OF UPLAND COTTON.— 11

(1) IN GENERAL.—Subject to paragraph (2), 12

the Secretary shall, on a monthly basis, make eco-13

nomic adjustment assistance available to domestic 14

users of upland cotton in the form of payments for 15

all documented use of that upland cotton during the 16

previous monthly period regardless of the origin of 17

the upland cotton. 18

(2) VALUE OF ASSISTANCE.—Effective begin-19

ning on August 1, 2013, the value of the assistance 20

provided under paragraph (1) shall be 3 cents per 21

pound.

(3) ALLOWABLE PURPOSES.—Economic adjust-23

ment assistance under this subsection shall be made 24

available only to domestic users of upland cotton 25
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that certify that the assistance shall be used only to 1

acquire, construct, install, modernize, develop, con-2

vert, or expand land, plant, buildings, equipment, fa-3

cilities, or machinery. 4

(4) REVIEW OR AUDIT.—The Secretary may 5

conduct such review or audit of the records of a do-6

mestic user under this subsection as the Secretary 7

determines necessary to carry out this subsection. 8

(5) IMPROPER USE OF ASSISTANCE.—If the 9

Secretary determines, after a review or audit of the 10

records of the domestic user, that economic adjust-11

ment assistance under this subsection was not used 12

for the purposes specified in paragraph (3), the do-13

mestic user shall be— 14

(A) liable for the repayment of the assist-15

ance to the Secretary, plus interest, as deter-16

mined by the Secretary; and 17

(B) ineligible to receive assistance under 18

this subsection for a period of 1 year following 19

the determination of the Secretary. 20

SEC. 1208. SPECIAL COMPETITIVE PROVISIONS FOR EXTRA 21

LONG STAPLE COTTON. 22

(a) COMPETITIVENESS PROGRAM.—Notwithstanding 23

any other provision of law, the Secretary shall carry out 24

a program— 25
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(1) to maintain and expand the domestic use of 1

extra long staple cotton produced in the United 2

States; 3

(2) to increase exports of extra long staple cot-4

ton produced in the United States; and 5

(3) to ensure that extra long staple cotton pro-6

duced in the United States remains competitive in 7

world markets. 8

(b) PAYMENTS UNDER PROGRAM; TRIGGER.—Under 9

the program, the Secretary shall make payments available 10

under this section whenever— 11

(1) for a consecutive 4-week period, the world 12

market price for the lowest priced competing growth 13

of extra long staple cotton (adjusted to United 14

States quality and location and for other factors af-15

fecting the competitiveness of such cotton), as deter-16

mined by the Secretary, is below the prevailing 17

United States price for a competing growth of extra 18

long staple cotton; and 19

(2) the lowest priced competing growth of extra 20

long staple cotton (adjusted to United States quality 21

and location and for other factors affecting the com-22

petitiveness of such cotton), as determined by the 23

Secretary, is less than 134 percent of the loan rate 24

for extra long staple cotton. 25
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(c) ELIGIBLE RECIPIENTS.—The Secretary shall 1

make payments available under this section to domestic 2

users of extra long staple cotton produced in the United 3

States and exporters of extra long staple cotton produced 4

in the United States that enter into an agreement with 5

the Commodity Credit Corporation to participate in the 6

program under this section. 7

(d) PAYMENT AMOUNT.—Payments under this sec-8

tion shall be based on the amount of the difference in the 9

prices referred to in subsection (b)(1) during the fourth 10

week of the consecutive 4-week period multiplied by the 11

amount of documented purchases by domestic users and 12

sales for export by exporters made in the week following 13

such a consecutive 4-week period. 14

SEC. 1209. AVAILABILITY OF RECOURSE LOANS FOR HIGH 15

MOISTURE FEED GRAINS AND SEED COTTON. 16

(a) HIGH MOISTURE FEED GRAINS.— 17

(1) DEFINITION OF HIGH MOISTURE STATE.— 18

In this subsection, the term ‘‘high moisture state’’ 19

means corn or grain sorghum having a moisture con-20

tent in excess of Commodity Credit Corporation 21

standards for marketing assistance loans made by 22

the Secretary under section 1201. 23

(2) RECOURSE LOANS AVAILABLE.—For the 24

2014 crop and each succeeding annual crop of corn 25
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and grain sorghum, the Secretary shall make avail-1

able recourse loans, as determined by the Secretary, 2

to producers on a farm that— 3

(A) normally harvest all or a portion of 4

their crop of corn or grain sorghum in a high 5

moisture state; 6

(B) present— 7

(i) certified scale tickets from an in-8

spected, certified commercial scale, includ-9

ing a licensed warehouse, feedlot, feed mill, 10

distillery, or other similar entity approved 11

by the Secretary, pursuant to regulations 12

issued by the Secretary; or 13

(ii) field or other physical measure-14

ments of the standing or stored crop in re-15

gions of the United States, as determined 16

by the Secretary, that do not have certified 17

commercial scales from which certified 18

scale tickets may be obtained within rea-19

sonable proximity of harvest operation; 20

(C) certify that the producers on the farm 21

were the owners of the feed grain at the time 22

of delivery to, and that the quantity to be 23

placed under loan under this subsection was in 24

fact harvested on the farm and delivered to, a 25
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feedlot, feed mill, or commercial or on-farm 1

high-moisture storage facility, or to a facility 2

maintained by the users of corn and grain sor-3

ghum in a high moisture state; and 4

(D) comply with deadlines established by 5

the Secretary for harvesting the corn or grain 6

sorghum and submit applications for loans 7

under this subsection within deadlines estab-8

lished by the Secretary. 9

(3) ELIGIBILITY OF ACQUIRED FEED GRAINS.— 10

A loan under this subsection shall be made on a 11

quantity of corn or grain sorghum of the same crop 12

acquired by the producer equivalent to a quantity 13

determined by multiplying— 14

(A) the acreage of the corn or grain sor-15

ghum in a high moisture state harvested on the 16

farm of the producer; by 17

(B) the lower of the farm program pay-18

ment yield used to make payments under sub-19

title A or the actual yield on a field, as deter-20

mined by the Secretary, that is similar to the 21

field from which the corn or grain sorghum was 22

obtained. 23

(b) RECOURSE LOANS AVAILABLE FOR SEED COT-24

TON.—For the 2014 crop and each succeeding annual 25
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crop of upland cotton and extra long staple cotton, the 1

Secretary shall make available recourse seed cotton loans, 2

as determined by the Secretary, on any production. 3

(c) REPAYMENT RATES.—Repayment of a recourse 4

loan made under this section shall be at the loan rate es-5

tablished for the commodity by the Secretary, plus interest 6

(determined in accordance with section 163 of the Federal 7

Agriculture Improvement and Reform Act of 1996 (7 8

U.S.C. 7283)). 9

SEC. 1210. ADJUSTMENTS OF LOANS. 10

(a) ADJUSTMENT AUTHORITY.—Subject to sub-11

section (e), the Secretary may make appropriate adjust-12

ments in the loan rates for any loan commodity (other 13

than cotton) for differences in grade, type, quality, loca-14

tion, and other factors. 15

(b) MANNER OF ADJUSTMENT.—The adjustments 16

under subsection (a) shall, to the maximum extent prac-17

ticable, be made in such a manner that the average loan 18

level for the commodity will, on the basis of the anticipated 19

incidence of the factors, be equal to the level of support 20

determined in accordance with this subtitle and subtitle 21

C. 22

(c) ADJUSTMENT ON COUNTY BASIS.— 23

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary may establish 24

loan rates for a crop for producers in individual 25
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counties in a manner that results in the lowest loan 1

rate being 95 percent of the national average loan 2

rate, if those loan rates do not result in an increase 3

in outlays. 4

(2) PROHIBITION.—Adjustments under this 5

subsection shall not result in an increase in the na-6

tional average loan rate for any year. 7

(d) ADJUSTMENT IN LOAN RATE FOR COTTON.— 8

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary may make 9

appropriate adjustments in the loan rate for cotton 10

for differences in quality factors. 11

(2) TYPES OF ADJUSTMENTS.—Loan rate ad-12

justments under paragraph (1) may include— 13

(A) the use of non-spot market price data, 14

in addition to spot market price data, that 15

would enhance the accuracy of the price infor-16

mation used in determining quality adjustments 17

under this subsection; 18

(B) adjustments in the premiums or dis-19

counts associated with upland cotton with a sta-20

ple length of 33 or above due to micronaire 21

with the goal of eliminating any unnecessary ar-22

tificial splits in the calculations of the pre-23

miums or discounts; and 24
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(C) such other adjustments as the Sec-1

retary determines appropriate, after consulta-2

tions conducted in accordance with paragraph 3

(3). 4

(3) CONSULTATION WITH PRIVATE SECTOR.— 5

(A) PRIOR TO REVISION.—In making ad-6

justments to the loan rate for cotton (including 7

any review of the adjustments) as provided in 8

this subsection, the Secretary shall consult with 9

representatives of the United States cotton in-10

dustry. 11

(B) INAPPLICABILITY OF FEDERAL ADVI-12

SORY COMMITTEE ACT.—The Federal Advisory 13

Committee Act (5 U.S.C. App.) shall not apply 14

to consultations under this subsection. 15

(4) REVIEW OF ADJUSTMENTS.—The Secretary 16

may review the operation of the upland cotton qual-17

ity adjustments implemented pursuant to this sub-18

section and may make further adjustments to the 19

administration of the loan program for upland cot-20

ton, by revoking or revising any adjustment taken 21

under paragraph (2). 22

(e) RICE.—The Secretary shall not make adjust-23

SEC. 1301. SUGAR PROGRAM. 4

(a) CONTINUATION OF CURRENT PROGRAM AND 5

LOAN RATES.— 6

(1) SUGARCANE.—Section 156(a)(5) of the 7

Federal Agriculture Improvement and Reform Act of 8

1996 (7 U.S.C. 7272(a)(5)) is amended by striking 9

‘‘the 2012 crop year’’ and inserting ‘‘the 2012 crop 10

year and each succeeding crop year’’. 11

(2) SUGAR BEETS.—Section 156(b)(2) of the 12

Federal Agriculture Improvement and Reform Act of 13

‘‘(a) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 18

‘‘(1) ACTUAL DAIRY PRODUCER MARGIN.—The 19

term ‘actual dairy producer margin’ means the dif-20

ference between the all-milk price and the average 21

feed cost, as calculated under subsection (b)(2). 22

‘‘(2) ALL-MILK PRICE.—The term ‘all-milk 23

price’ means the average price received, per hun-24

dredweight of milk, by dairy producers for all milk 25
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sold to plants and dealers in the United States, as 1

reported by the National Agricultural Statistics 2

‘‘(3) AVERAGE FEED COST.—The term ‘average 4

feed cost’ means the average cost of feed used by a 5

dairy operation to produce a hundredweight of milk, 6

determined under subsection (b)(1) using the sum of 7

the following: 8

‘‘(A) The product determined by multi-9

plying— 10

‘‘(i) 1.0728; by 11

‘‘(ii) the price of corn per bushel. 12

‘‘(B) The product determined by multi-13

plying— 14

‘‘(i) 0.00735; by 15

‘‘(ii) the price of soybean meal per 16

ton. 17

‘‘(C) The product determined by multi-18

plying— 19

‘‘(i) 0.0137; by 20

‘‘(ii) the price of alfalfa hay per ton. 21

‘‘(4) CONSECUTIVE 2-MONTH PERIOD.—The 22

term ‘consecutive 2-month period’ refers to the 2- 23

month period consisting of the months of January 24

and February, March and April, May and June, 25
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July and August, September and October, or No-1

vember and December, respectively. 2

‘‘(5) DAIRY PRODUCER.—The term ‘dairy pro-3

ducer’ means an individual or entity that directly or 4

indirectly (as determined by the Secretary)— 5

‘‘(A) shares in the risk of producing milk; 6

and 7

‘‘(B) makes contributions (including land, 8

labor, management, equipment, or capital) to 9

the dairy operation of the individual or entity 10

that are at least commensurate with the share 11

of the individual or entity of the proceeds of the 12

operation. 13

‘‘(6) MARGIN INSURANCE PROGRAM.—The term 14

‘margin insurance program’ means the dairy pro-15

ducer margin insurance program required by this 16

section. 17

‘‘(7) PARTICIPATING DAIRY PRODUCER.—The 18

term ‘participating dairy producer’ means a dairy 19

producer that registers under subsection (d)(2) to 20

participate in the margin insurance program. 21

‘‘(8) PRODUCTION HISTORY.—The term ‘pro-22

duction history’ means the quantity of annual milk 23

marketings determined for a dairy producer under 24

subsection (e)(1). 25
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‘‘(9) UNITED STATES.—The term ‘United 1

States’, in a geographical sense, means the 50 2

States. 3

‘‘(b) CALCULATION OF AVERAGE FEED COST AND 4

ACTUAL DAIRY PRODUCER MARGINS.— 5

‘‘(1) CALCULATION OF AVERAGE FEED COST.— 6

The Secretary shall calculate the national average 7

feed cost for each month using the following data: 8

‘‘(A) The price of corn for a month shall 9

be the price received during that month by agri-10

cultural producers in the United States for 11

corn, as reported in the monthly Agriculture 12

Prices report by the Secretary. 13

‘‘(B) The price of soybean meal for a 14

month shall be the central Illinois price for soy-15

bean meal, as reported in the Market News– 16

Monthly Soybean Meal Price Report by the Sec-17

retary. 18

‘‘(C) The price of alfalfa hay for a month 19

shall be the price received during that month by 20

agricultural producers in the United States for 21

alfalfa hay, as reported in the monthly Agri-22

culture Prices report by the Secretary. 23

‘‘(2) CALCULATION OF ACTUAL DAIRY PRO-24

DUCER MARGINS.—The Secretary shall calculate the 25
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actual dairy producer margin for each consecutive 2- 1

month period by subtracting— 2

‘‘(A) the average feed cost for that con-3

secutive 2-month period, determined in accord-4

ance with paragraph (1); from 5

‘‘(B) the all-milk price for that consecutive 6

2-month period. 7

‘‘(c) ESTABLISHMENT OF DAIRY PRODUCER MARGIN 8

INSURANCE PROGRAM.—The Secretary shall establish and 9

administer a dairy producer margin insurance program for 10

the purpose of protecting dairy producer income by paying 11

participating dairy producers margin insurance payments 12

when actual dairy producer margins are less than the 13

threshold levels for the payments. 14

‘‘(d) ELIGIBILITY AND REGISTRATION OF DAIRY 15

PRODUCERS FOR MARGIN INSURANCE PROGRAM.— 16

‘‘(1) ELIGIBILITY.—All dairy producers in the 17

United States shall be eligible to participate in the 18

margin insurance program. 19

‘‘(2) REGISTRATION PROCESS.— 20

annual basis, the Secretary shall register 23

all interested dairy producers in the mar-24

gin insurance program. 25
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‘‘(ii) MANNER AND FORM.—The Sec-1

retary shall specify the manner and form 2

by which a dairy producer shall register for 3

the margin insurance program. 4

‘‘(B) TREATMENT OF MULTI-PRODUCER 5

OPERATIONS.—If a dairy operation consists of 6

more than 1 dairy producer, all of the dairy 7

producers of the operation shall be treated as a 8

single dairy producer for purposes of— 9

‘‘(i) purchasing margin insurance; and 10

‘‘(ii) payment of producer premiums 11

under subsection (f)(4). 12

‘‘(C) TREATMENT OF PRODUCERS WITH 13

MULTIPLE DAIRY OPERATIONS.—If a dairy pro-14

ducer operates 2 or more dairy operations, each 15

dairy operation of the producer shall require a 16

separate registration to participate and pur-17

chase margin insurance. 18

‘‘(3) TIME FOR REGISTRATION.— 19

‘‘(A) EXISTING DAIRY PRODUCERS.—Dur-20

ing the 1-year period beginning on the date of 21

enactment of this section, and annually there-22

after, a dairy producer that is actively engaged 23

in a dairy operation as of that date may reg-24
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ister with the Secretary to participate in the 1

margin insurance program. 2

‘‘(B) NEW ENTRANTS.—A dairy producer 3

that has no existing interest in a dairy oper-4

ation as of the date of enactment of this sec-5

tion, but that, after that date, establishes a new 6

dairy operation, may register with the Secretary 7

during the 180-day period beginning on the 8

date on which the dairy operation first markets 9

milk commercially to participate in the margin 10

insurance program. 11

‘‘(4) RETROACTIVITY.— 12

‘‘(A) NOTICE OF AVAILABILITY OF RETRO-13

ACTIVE PROTECTION.—Not later than 30 days 14

after the effective date of this section, the Sec-15

retary shall publish a notice in the Federal Reg-16

ister to inform dairy producers of the avail-17

ability of retroactive margin insurance, subject 18

to the condition that interested producers must 19

file a notice of intent (in such form and manner 20

as the Secretary specifies in the Federal Reg-21

ister notice) to participate in the margin insur-22

ance program. 23

‘‘(B) RETROACTIVE MARGIN INSURANCE.— 24

‘‘(1) DETERMINATION OF PRODUCTION HIS-7

determine the production history of the dairy 10

operation of each participating dairy producer 11

in the margin insurance program. 12

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‘‘(C) COVERAGE LEVEL.—A purchaser or 1

lessee to whom the Secretary transfers a pro-2

duction history under this paragraph may not 3

obtain a different level of margin insurance cov-4

erage held by the seller or lessor from whom the 5

transfer was obtained. 6

‘‘(D) NEW ENTRANTS.—The Secretary 7

may not transfer the production history deter-8

mined for a dairy producer described in sub-9

section (d)(3)(B) to another person. 10

‘‘(4) MOVEMENT AND TRANSFER OF PRODUC-11

TION HISTORY.— 12

‘‘(A) MOVEMENT AND TRANSFER AUTHOR-13

IZED.—Subject to subparagraph (B), if a dairy 14

producer moves from 1 location to another loca-15

tion, the dairy producer may maintain the pro-16

duction history associated with the operation. 17

‘‘(B) NOTIFICATION REQUIREMENT.—A 18

dairy producer shall notify the Secretary of any 19

move of a dairy operation under subparagraph 20

(A). 21

‘‘(C) SUBSEQUENT OCCUPATION OF VA-22

CATED LOCATION.—A party subsequently occu-23

pying a dairy operation location vacated as de-24

scribed in subparagraph (A) shall have no inter-25
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est in the production history previously associ-1

ated with the operation at that location. 2

‘‘(f) MARGIN INSURANCE.— 3

‘‘(1) IN GENERAL.—At the time of the registra-4

tion of a dairy producer in the margin insurance 5

program under subsection (d) and annually there-6

after during the duration of the margin insurance 7

program, an eligible dairy producer may purchase 8

margin insurance. 9

‘‘(2) SELECTION OF PAYMENT THRESHOLD.—A 10

participating dairy producer purchasing margin in-11

surance shall elect a coverage level in any increment 12

of $0.50, with a minimum of $4.00 and a maximum 13

of $8.00. 14

‘‘(3) SELECTION OF COVERAGE PERCENTAGE.— 15

A participating dairy producer purchasing margin 16

insurance shall elect a percentage of coverage, equal 17

to not more than 80 percent nor less than 25 per-18

cent, of the production history of the dairy operation 19

of the participating dairy producer. 20

‘‘(4) PRODUCER PREMIUMS.— 21

‘‘(A) PREMIUMS REQUIRED.—A partici-22

pating dairy producer that purchases margin 23

insurance shall pay an annual premium equal to 24

the product obtained by multiplying— 25
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‘‘(i) the percentage selected by the 1

dairy producer under paragraph (3); 2

‘‘(ii) the production history applicable 3

to the dairy producer; and 4

‘‘(iii) the premium per hundredweight 5

of milk, as specified in the applicable table 6

under subparagraph (B) or (C). 7

‘‘(B) PREMIUM PER HUNDREDWEIGHT FOR 8

FIRST 4 MILLION POUNDS OF PRODUCTION.— 9

For the first 4,000,000 pounds of milk mar-10

ketings included in the annual production his-11

tory of a participating dairy operation, the pre-12

mium per hundredweight corresponding to each 13

coverage level specified in the following table is 14

(A) that may lead to a deficiency in sur-18

face and subsurface water supplies (including 19

rivers, streams, wetlands, ground water, soil 20

moisture, reservoir supplies, lake levels, and 21

snow pack); and 22

(B) that causes or may cause— 23

(i) substantial economic or social im-24

pacts; or 25
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(ii) physical damage or injury to indi-1

viduals, property, or the environment. 2

(3) INDIAN TRIBE.—The term ‘‘Indian tribe’’ 3

has the meaning given the term in section 4 of the 4

Indian Self-Determination and Education Assistance 5

Act (25 U.S.C. 450b). 6

(4) MEMBER.—The term ‘‘member’’, with re-7

spect to the National Drought Council, means a 8

member of the Council specified or appointed under 9

this section or, in the absence of the member, the 10

member’s designee. 11

(5) MITIGATION.—The term ‘‘mitigation’’ 12

means a short- or long-term action, program, or pol-13

icy that is implemented in advance of or during a 14

drought to minimize any risks and impacts of 15

drought. 16

(6) SECRETARY.—The term ‘‘Secretary’’ means 17

the Secretary of Agriculture. 18

(7) STATE.—The term ‘‘State’’ means the sev-19

eral States, the District of Columbia, American 20

Samoa, Guam, the Commonwealth of the Northern 21

Mariana Islands, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, 22

and the United States Virgin Islands. 23

(8) TRIGGER.—The term ‘‘trigger’’ means the 24

thresholds or criteria that must be satisfied before 25
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mitigation or emergency assistance may be provided 1

to an area— 2

(A) in which drought is emerging; or 3

(B) that is experiencing a drought. 4

(9) WATERSHED.—The term ‘‘watershed’’ 5

means a region or area with common hydrology, an 6

area drained by a waterway that drains into a lake 7

or reservoir, the total area above a given point on 8

a stream that contributes water to the flow at that 9

point, or the topographic dividing line from which 10

surface streams flow in two different directions. In 11

no case shall a watershed be larger than a river 12

basin. 13

(10) WATERSHED GROUP.—The term ‘‘water-14

shed group’’ means a group of individuals, formally 15

recognized by the appropriate State or States, who 16

represent the broad scope of relevant interests with-17

in a watershed and who work together in a collabo-18

rative manner to jointly plan the management of the 19

natural resources contained within the watershed. 20

(b) EFFECT OF SECTION.—This section does not af-21

fect— 22

(1) the authority of a State to allocate quan-23

tities of water under the jurisdiction of the State; or 24
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(2) any State water rights established as of the 1

date of enactment of this Act. 2

(c) NATIONAL DROUGHT COUNCIL.— 3

(1) ESTABLISHMENT.—There is established in 4

the Office of the Secretary of Agriculture a council 5

to be known as the ‘‘National Drought Council’’. 6

(x) 1 member appointed by the Sec-14

retary of the Interior, in coordination with 15

Indian tribes, to represent the interests of 16

(xi) 1 member appointed by the Sec-18

retary, in coordination with the National 19

Association of Conservation Districts, to 20

represent local soil and water conservation 21

districts.

‘‘(A) identifies and inventories priority re-16

source concerns; 17

‘‘(B) establishes benchmark data and con-18

servation objectives; 19

‘‘(C) describes conservation activities to be 20

implemented, managed, or improved; and 21

‘‘(D) includes a schedule and evaluation 22

plan for the planning, installation, and manage-23

ment of the new and existing conservation ac-24

tivities. 25
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‘‘(4) ELIGIBLE LAND.— 1

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—The term ‘eligible 2

land’ means— 3

‘‘(i) private or tribal land on which 4

agricultural commodities, livestock, or for-5

est-related products are produced; and 6

‘‘(ii) lands associated with the land 7

described in clause (i) on which priority re-8

source concerns could be addressed 9

through a contract under the program.

‘‘(b) EXCLUSIONS.— 5

sign a higher priority to any application because the 18

applicant is willing to accept a lower payment than 19

the applicant would otherwise be eligible to receive.

determines to be appropriate; 15

‘‘(F) include provisions in accordance with 16

paragraphs (3) and (4) of this section; and 17

‘‘(G) include any additional provisions the 18

Secretary determines are necessary to carry out 19

the program. 20

‘‘(3) CHANGE OF INTEREST IN LAND SUBJECT 21

TO A CONTRACT.— 22

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—At the time of appli-23

cation, a producer shall have control of the eli-24

gible land to be enrolled in the program. Except 25
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as provided in subparagraph (B), a change in 1

the interest of a producer in eligible land cov-2

ered by a contract under the program shall re-3

sult in the termination of the contract with re-4

gard to that land. 5

‘‘(B) TRANSFER OF DUTIES AND 6

RIGHTS.—Subparagraph (A) shall not apply 7

if— 8

‘‘(i) within a reasonable period of time 9

(as determined by the Secretary) after the 10

date of the change in the interest in eligi-11

ble land covered by a contract under the 12

program, the transferee of the land pro-13

vides written notice to the Secretary that 14

CONTRACTS.— 25
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‘‘(A) VOLUNTARY MODIFICATION OR TER-1

MINATION.—The Secretary may modify or ter-2

minate a contract with a producer if— 3

‘‘(i) the producer agrees to the modi-4

fication or termination; and 5

‘‘(ii) the Secretary determines that 6

the modification or termination is in the 7

public interest. 8

‘‘(B) INVOLUNTARY TERMINATION.—The 9

Secretary may terminate a contract if the Sec-10

retary determines that the producer violated the 11

contract. 12

‘‘(5) REPAYMENT.—If a contract is terminated, 13

the Secretary may, consistent with the purposes of 14

the program— 15

‘‘(A) allow the producer to retain payments 16

already received under the contract; or 17

‘‘(B) require repayment, in whole or in 18

part, of payments received and assess liquidated 19

damages. 20

‘‘(e) CONTRACT RENEWAL.—At the end of the initial 21

5-year contract period, the Secretary may allow the pro-22

ducer to renew the contract for 1 additional 5-year period 23

if the producer— 24
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‘‘(1) demonstrates compliance with the terms of 1

the initial contract; 2

‘‘(2) agrees to adopt and continue to integrate 3

conservation activities across the entire agricultural 4

operation, as determined by the Secretary; and 5

‘‘(3) agrees, by the end of the contract period— 6

‘‘(A) to meet the stewardship threshold of 7

at least two additional priority resource con-8

cerns on the agricultural operation; or 9

‘‘SEC. 1238G. DUTIES OF THE SECRETARY. 14

‘‘(i) protecting agricultural uses and 6

related conservation values of the land; and 7

‘‘(ii) maximizing the protection of 8

areas devoted to agricultural use.

‘‘(C) BIDDING DOWN.—If the Secretary 10

determines that 2 or more applications for cost- 11

share assistance are comparable in achieving 12

the purpose of the program, the Secretary shall 13

not assign a higher priority to any of those ap-14

plications solely on the basis of lesser cost to 15

the program. 16

‘‘(4) AGREEMENTS WITH ELIGIBLE ENTITIES.— 17

FOREST IN WISE COUNTY, VIRGINIA. 14

(a) CONVEYANCE REQUIRED.—Upon payment by the 15

Association of the consideration under subsection (b) and 16

the costs under subsection (d), the Secretary shall, subject 17

to valid existing rights, convey to the Association all right, 18

title, and interest of the United States in and to a parcel 19

of National Forest System land in the Jefferson National 20

Forest in Wise County, Virginia, consisting of approxi-21

mately 0.70 acres and containing the Mullins and Sturgill 22

Cemetery and an easement to provide access to the parcel, 23

as generally depicted on the map.

ment Survey to include questions on locally or re-20

tify and address instances in which the integrity of 10

scientific information considered by the agency may 11

have been compromised, including instances in which 12

such information may have been the product of a 13

scientific process that was compromised.

(a) REVIEW OF REGULATORY AGENDA.—The Sec-19

retary of Agriculture shall review publications that may 20

give notice that the Environmental Protection Agency is 21

preparing or plans to prepare any guidance, policy, memo-22

randum, regulation, or statement of general applicability 23

and future effect that may have a significant impact on 24

a substantial number of agricultural entities, including— 25
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(1) any regulatory agenda of the Environmental 1

Protection Agency published pursuant to section 602 2

of title 5, United States Code; 3

(2) any regulatory plan or agenda published by 4

the Environmental Protection Agency or the Office 5

of Management and Budget pursuant to an Execu-6

tive order, including Executive Order 12866; and 7

(3) any other publication issued by the Environ-8

mental Protection Agency or the Office of Manage-9

ment and Budget that may reasonably be foreseen 10

to contain notice of plans by the Environmental Pro-11

tection Agency to prepare any guidance, policy, 12

memorandum, regulation, or statement of general 13

applicability and future effect that may have a sig-14

nificant impact on a substantial number of agricul-15

tural entities. 16

(b) INFORMATION GATHERING.—For a publication 17

item reviewed under subsection (a) that the Secretary de-18

termines may have a significant impact on a substantial 19

number of agricultural entities, the Secretary shall— 20

(1) solicit from the Administrator of the Envi-21

ronmental Protection Agency any information the 22

Administrator may provide to facilitate a review of 23

the publication item; 24
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(2) utilize the Chief Economist of the Depart-1

ment of Agriculture to produce an economic impact 2

statement for the publication item that contains a 3

detailed estimate of potential costs to agricultural 4

entities; 5

(3) identify individuals representative of poten-6

tially affected agricultural entities for the purpose of 7

obtaining advice and recommendations from such in-8

dividuals about the potential impacts of the publica-9

tion item; and 10

(4) convene a review panel for analysis of the 11

publication item that includes the Secretary, any 12

full-time Federal employee of the Department of Ag-13

riculture appointed to the panel by the Secretary, 14

and any employee of the Environmental Protection 15

Agency or the Office of Information and Regulatory 16

Affairs within the Office of Management and Budget 17

that accepts an invitation from the Secretary to par-18

ticipate in the panel. 19

(c) DUTIES OF THE REVIEW PANEL.—A review panel 20

convened for a publication item under subsection (b)(4) 21

shall— 22

(1) review any information or material obtained 23

by the Secretary and prepared in connection with 24

the publication item, including any draft proposed 25
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guidance, policy, memorandum, regulation, or state-1

ment of general applicability and future effect; 2

(2) collect advice and recommendations from 3

agricultural entity representatives identified by the 4

Administrator after consultation with the Secretary; 5

(3) compile and analyze such advice and rec-6

ommendations; and 7

(4) make recommendations to the Secretary 8

based on the information gathered by the review 9

panel or provided by agricultural entity representa-10

tives. 11

(d) COMMENTS.— 12

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 60 days after 13

the date the Secretary convenes a review panel pur-14

suant to subsection (b)(4), the Secretary shall sub-15

mit to the Administrator comments on the planned 16

or proposed guidance, policy, memorandum, regula-17

tion, or statement of general applicability and future 18

effect for consideration and inclusion in any related 19

administrative record, including— 20

(A) a report by the Secretary on the con-21

cerns of agricultural entities; 22

(B) the findings of the review panel; 23

(C) the findings of the Secretary, including 24

any adopted findings of the review panel; and 25
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(D) recommendations of the Secretary. 1

(2) PUBLICATION.—The Secretary shall publish 2

the comments in the Federal Register and make the 3

comments available to the public on the public Inter-4

net website of the Department of Agriculture. 5

(e) WAIVERS.—The Secretary may waive initiation of 6

the review panel under subsection (b)(4) as the Secretary 7

determines appropriate. 8

(f) DEFINITION OF AGRICULTURAL ENTITY.—In this 9

section, the term ‘‘agricultural entity’’ means any entity 10

involved in or related to agricultural enterprise, including 11

enterprises that are engaged in the business of production 12

of food and fiber, ranching and raising of livestock, aqua-13

culture, and all other farming and agricultural related in-14

dustries. 15

SEC. 11311. PROHIBITION ON ATTENDING AN ANIMAL 16

FIGHTING VENTURE OR CAUSING A MINOR 17

TO ATTEND AN ANIMAL FIGHTING VENTURE. 18

Section 26(a)(1) of the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. 19

2156(a)(1)) is amended by striking the period and insert-20

ing ‘‘or to knowingly attend or knowingly cause a minor 21

to attend an animal fighting venture.’’. 22
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SEC. 11312. PROHIBITION AGAINST INTERFERENCE BY 1

STATE AND LOCAL GOVERNMENTS WITH 2

PRODUCTION OR MANUFACTURE OF ITEMS 3

IN OTHER STATES. 4

(a) IN GENERAL.—Consistent with Article I, section 5

8, clause 3 of the Constitution of the United States, the 6

government of a State or locality therein shall not impose 7

a standard or condition on the production or manufacture 8

of any agricultural product sold or offered for sale in inter-9

state commerce if— 10

(1) such production or manufacture occurs in 11

another State; and 12

(2) the standard or condition is in addition to 13

the standards and conditions applicable to such pro-14

duction or manufacture pursuant to— 15

(A) Federal law; and 16

(B) the laws of the State and locality in 17

which such production or manufacture occurs. 18

(b) AGRICULTURAL PRODUCT DEFINED.—In this 19

section, the term ‘‘agricultural product’’ has the meaning 20

given such term in section 207 of the Agricultural Mar-21

keting Act of 1946 (7 U.S.C. 1626). 22

SEC. 11313. INCREASED PROTECTION FOR AGRICULTURAL 23

INTERESTS IN THE MISSOURI RIVER BASIN. 24

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress finds the following: 25
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(1) Record runoff occurred in the Missouri 1

River basin during 2011 as a result of historic rain-2

fall over portions of the upper basin coupled with 3

heavy plains and mountain snowpack. 4

(2) Runoff above Sioux City, Iowa, during the 5

5-month period of March through July totaled an es-6

timated 48.4 million acre-feet (referred to in this 7

section as ‘‘MAF’’). This runoff volume was more 8

than 20 percent greater than the design storm for 9

the Missouri River Mainstem Reservoir System (re-10

ferred to in this section as the ‘‘System’’), which was 11

based on the 1881 runoff of 40.0 MAF during the 12

same 5-month period. 13

(3) During the 2011 runoff season, nearly 61 14

million acre-feet of water entered the Missouri River 15

system, far surpassing the previous record of 49 16

MAF in runoff that was set during the flood of 17

1997. 18

(4) Given the incredible amount of water enter-19

ing the System, the summer months were spent 20

working to evacuate as much water from the System 21

as possible, ultimately leading to record high water 22

releases from Gavins Point Dam of 160,000 cubic 23

feet per second, a rate that more than doubled the 24
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previous release record of 70,000 cubic feet per sec-1

ond set in 1997. 2

(5) For nearly four months, those extremely 3

high releases from Gavins Point were maintained, 4

resulting in severe and sustained flooding, with 5

much of western Iowa and eastern Nebraska as well 6

as portions of South Dakota, Kansas, and Missouri 7

inundated by a flooding river three to five feet deep, 8

up to 11 miles wide, and flowing at a rate of 4 to 9

11 miles per hour. 10

(6) Thousands of homes and businesses were 11

damaged or destroyed and hundreds of millions of 12

dollars in damage was done to roads and other pub-13

lic infrastructure. 14

(7) In addition to the homes, businesses, and 15

infrastructure impacted by the flooding, hundreds of 16

thousands of acres of cropland were affected. 17

(8) The Department of Agriculture has esti-18

mated that 400,000 to 500,000 acres of some of the 19

most productive crop land in the world was flooded 20

in 2011. 21

(9) Local Farm Services Agency representatives 22

have estimated that $82,100,000 was lost in 2011 23

alone due to damaged or lost crops and unplanted 24

acres. 25
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(10) Not only did the flooding eliminate the 1

2011 crop, but it is highly unlikely that many farm-2

ers will be able to put that land back into production 3

at any point in the near future. 4

(11) Producers will have to contend with large 5

piles of sand, silt, and other debris that have been 6

deposited in their fields, meaning the impact of the 7

2011 flood will be felt in the agricultural commu-8

nities up and down the Missouri River for many 9

years to come. 10

(12) Currently, the amount of storage capacity 11

in the System that is set aside for flood control is 12

based upon the vacated space required to control the 13

1881 flood, because prior to the 2011 flood, the 14

1881 flood was seen as the ‘‘high water mark’’. 15

(13) Given the historic flooding that took place 16

in 2011, it is clear that year’s flooding now rep-17

resents a new ‘‘high water mark’’, surpassing the 18

flooding of even the 1881 flood. 19

(14) It is important that the flood control re-20

lated functions of the System management be ad-21

justed to reflect the reality of the 2011 flood as the 22

new ‘‘worst case scenario’’ for flooding along the 23

Missouri River. 24
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(15) System management may begin to be ad-1

justed to account for the 2011 flood through a recal-2

culation of the amount of storage space within the 3

System that is allocated to flood control, using the 4

model not of the 1881 flood, but of the greatest 5

flood experienced—the flood of 2011. 6

(16) As a result of the flooding in 2011, many 7

States received disaster declarations from the De-8

partment of Agriculture to help farmers and pro-9

ducers recover from the damage done by the high 10

water. 11

(17) Though helpful, even the assistance pro-12

vided by the Department of Agriculture will not pro-13

vide many in the agriculture community with the re-14

sources to put their land back into production any 15

time soon. 16

(18) Without the protection that will come from 17

a fundamental change in the System’s flood control 18

storage allocations, farmers, producers, and other 19

agricultural interests who may be in a position to re-20

start their operations will find it difficult to justify 21

doing so, given the fact that they will not be pro-22

tected from similar flooding in the future. 23

(b) UPDATED MANAGEMENT OF THE MISSOURI 24

RIVER TO PROTECT AGRICULTURAL INTERESTS.—In 25
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order to strengthen the agricultural economy, revitalize 1

the rural communities, and conserve the natural resources 2

of the Missouri River basin, the Congress directs that the 3

Secretary of Agriculture take action to promote immediate 4

increased flood protection to farmers, producers, and other 5

agricultural interests in the Missouri River basin by work-6

ing within its jurisdiction to support efforts— 7

(1) to recalculate the amount of space within 8

the System that is allocated to flood control storage 9

using the 2011 flood as the model; and 10

(2) to increase the Missouri River’s channel ca-11

pacity between the reservoirs and below Gavins 12

Point. 13

SEC. 11314. INCREASED PROTECTION FOR AGRICULTURAL 14

INTERESTS IN THE BLACK DIRT REGION. 15

In order to strengthen the agricultural economy, revi-16

talize the rural communities, and conserve the natural re-17

sources of the Black Dirt region, the Congress directs that 18

the Secretary of Agriculture take action to promote imme-19

diate increased flood protection to farmers, producers, and 20

other agricultural interests around the Wallkill River and 21

in the Black Dirt region. 22

SEC. 11315. PROTECTION OF HONEY BEES AND OTHER POL-1

LINATORS. 2

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary, in consultation 3

with the Secretary of the Interior and the Administrator 4

of the Environmental Protection Agency, shall carry out 5

such activities as the Secretary determines to be appro-6

priate to protect and ensure the long-term viability of pop-7

ulations of honey bees, wild bees, and other beneficial in-8

sects of agricultural crops, horticultural plants, wild 9

plants, and other plants, including— 10

(1) providing technical expertise relating to pro-11

posed agency actions that may threaten pollinator 12

health or jeopardize the long-term viability of popu-13

lations of pollinators; 14

(2) providing formal guidance on national poli-15

cies relating to— 16

(A) permitting managed honey bees to for-17

age on National Forest Service lands where 18

compatible with other natural resource manage-19

ment priorities; and 20

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(3) making use of the best available peer-re-1

viewed science regarding environmental and chemical 2

stressors on pollinator health; and 3

(4) regularly monitoring and reporting on the 4

health and population status of managed and native 5

pollinators including bees, birds, bats, and other spe-6

cies. 7

(b) TASK FORCE ON BEE HEALTH AND COMMERCIAL 8

BEEKEEPING.— 9

(1) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary shall es-10

tablish a task force— 11

(A) to coordinate Federal efforts carried 12

out on or after the date of enactment of this 13

Act to address the serious worldwide decline in 14

bee health, especially honey bees and declining 15

native bees; and 16

(B) to assess Federal efforts to mitigate 17

pollinator losses and threats to the United 18

States commercial beekeeping industry. 19

(2) AGENCY CONSULTATION.—The task force 20

established under this subsection shall seek ongoing 21

WOMEN, MINORITIES, AND SMALL BUSI-16

NESSES. 17

It is the sense of Congress that the Federal Govern-18

ment should increase the number of contracts the Federal 19

Government awards to black farmers, businesses owned 20

and controlled by women, businesses owned and controlled 21

by minorities, and small business concerns. 22

SEC. 11319. SENSE OF CONGRESS REGARDING AGRI-23

CULTURE SECURITY PROGRAMS. 24

It is the sense of Congress that— 25
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(1) agricultural nutrients and other agricultural 1

chemicals are essential to ensuring the most efficient 2

production of food, fuel, and fiber; 3

(2) these products must be properly stored, 4

handled, transported, and used to ensure that they 5

are not misused or cause harm either accidentally or 6

intentionally; 7

(3) the Department of Agriculture is the Fed-8

eral agency with the staffing and technical expertise 9

to understand the important role these products play 10

in agriculture; 11

(4) other Federal departments and agencies 12

have been given lead responsibility to develop and 13

implement security programs affecting the avail-14

ability, storage, transportation, and use of a variety 15

of chemicals and products used in agriculture; 16

(5) it is critical that the Department of Agri-17

culture participates fully in the development of any 18

such security programs to ensure that they do not 19

unnecessarily restrict the availability of the most ef-20

ficient and beneficial products needed to sustain ag-21

riculture in the United States; 22

(6) the Secretary of Agriculture should review 23

staffing at the Department to ensure that the agen-24

cy has senior employees within the Department at 25
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the Senior Executive Service level or higher, who 1

have responsibility for coordinating with other Fed-2

eral, State, and international agencies in the devel-3

opment of regulations, guidance, and procedures for 4

the secure handling of agricultural chemicals; and 5

(7) such employees shall— 6

(A) work with manufacturers, retailers, 7

and the general farm community to review ex-8

isting and proposed Federal, State, and inter-9

national agricultural chemical security regula-10

tions; 11

(B) coordinate with manufacturers, retail-12

ers, transporters, and farmers to evaluate how 13

existing and proposed security regulations, in-14

cluding systems to track the sale, transpor-15

tation, delivery, and use of agricultural prod-16

ucts, can be designed to minimize any adverse 17

(3) Executive Order 13547 requires National 19

Ocean Council members, including the Department 20

of Agriculture, to take action to implement the Pol-21

icy and participate in coastal and marine spatial 22

planning to the maximum extent possible. 23

(4) The Final Recommendations of the Inter-24

agency Ocean Policy Task Force that were adopted 25
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by Executive Order 13547 state that ‘‘effective’’ im-1

plementation of the National Ocean Policy will ‘‘re-2

quire clear and easily understood requirements and 3

regulations, where appropriate, that include enforce-4

ment as a critical component’’. 5

(5) Despite repeated Congressional requests, 6

the National Ocean Council, which is charged with 7

overseeing implementation of the policy, has still not 8

provided a complete accounting of Federal activities 9

under the policy and resources expended and allo-10

cated in furtherance of implementation of the policy. 11

(6) The continued economic and budgetary 12

challenges of the United States underscore the ne-13

cessity for sound, transparent, and practical Federal 14

policies. 15

(b) REPORT.—Not later than 90 days after the date 16

of the enactment of this Act, the Inspector General of the 17

Department of Agriculture shall submit to the Committee 18

on Agriculture of the House of Representatives and the 19

toration activity to be carried out in the suc-22

ceeding fiscal year; 23

(C) all expenditures for Federal restoration 24

activities from the preceding 2 fiscal years, the 25
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current fiscal year, and the succeeding fiscal 1

year; and 2

(D) all expenditures, to the extent that in-3

formation is available, for State restoration ac-4

tivities during the equivalent time period de-5

scribed in subparagraph (C); 6

(2) a detailed accounting of all funds received 7

and obligated by all Federal agencies for restoration 8

activities during the current and preceding fiscal 9

years, including the identification of funds which 10

were transferred to a Chesapeake Bay State for res-11

toration activities; 12

(3) to the extent that information is available, 13

a detailed accounting from each State of all funds 14

received and obligated from a Federal agency for 15

restoration activities during the current and pre-16

ceding fiscal years; and 17

(4) a description of each of the proposed Fed-18

eral and State restoration activities to be carried out 19

in the succeeding fiscal year (corresponding to those 20

activities listed in subparagraphs (A) and (B) of 21

paragraph (1)), including the— 22

(A) project description; 23

(B) current status of the project; 24
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(C) Federal or State statutory or regu-1

latory authority, programs, or responsible agen-2

cies; 3

(D) authorization level for appropriations; 4

(E) project timeline, including benchmarks; 5

(F) references to project documents; 6

(G) descriptions of risks and uncertainties 7

of project implementation; 8

(H) adaptive management actions or 9

framework; 10

(I) coordinating entities; 11

(J) funding history; 12

(K) cost sharing; and 13

(L) alignment with existing Chesapeake 14

Bay Agreement and Chesapeake Executive 15

Council goals and priorities. 16

(b) MINIMUM FUNDING LEVELS.—The Director shall 17

only describe restoration activities in the report required 18

under subsection (a) that— 19

(1) for Federal restoration activities, have fund-20

ing amounts greater than or equal to $100,000; and 21

(2) for State restoration activities, have funding 22

amounts greater than or equal to $50,000. 23

(c) DEADLINE.—The Director shall submit to Con-24

gress the report required by subsection (a) not later than 25
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30 days after the submission by the President of the Presi-1

dent’s annual budget to Congress. 2

(d) REPORT.—Copies of the financial report required 3

by subsection (a) shall be submitted to the Committees 4

on Appropriations, Natural Resources, Energy and Com-5

merce, and Transportation and Infrastructure of the 6

House of Representatives and the Committees on Appro-7

priations, Environment and Public Works, and Commerce, 8

Science, and Transportation of the Senate. 9

(e) EFFECTIVE DATE.—This section shall apply be-10

ginning with the first fiscal year after the date of enact-11

ment of this Act for which the President submits a budget 12

to Congress. 13

SEC. 11403. RESTORATION THROUGH ADAPTIVE MANAGE-14

MENT. 15

(a) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 1 year after the 16

date of enactment of this Act, the Administrator, in con-17

sultation with other Federal and State agencies, and with 18

the participation of stakeholders, shall develop a plan to 19

provide technical and financial assistance to Chesapeake 20

Bay States to employ adaptive management in carrying 21

out restoration activities in the Chesapeake Bay water-22

shed. 23

(b) PLAN DEVELOPMENT.—The plan referred to in 24

subsection (a) shall include— 25
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(1) specific and measurable objectives to im-1

prove water quality, habitat, and fisheries identified 2

by Chesapeake Bay States; 3

(2) a process for stakeholder participation; 4

(3) monitoring, modeling, experimentation, and 5

other research and evaluation technical assistance 6

requested by Chesapeake Bay States; 7

(4) identification of State restoration activities 8

planned by Chesapeake Bay States to attain the 9

State’s objectives under paragraph (1); 10

(5) identification of Federal restoration activi-11

ties that could help a Chesapeake Bay State to at-12

tain the State’s objectives under paragraph (1); 13

(6) recommendations for a process for modifica-14

tion of State and Federal restoration activities that 15

have not attained or will not attain the specific and 16

measurable objectives set forth under paragraph (1); 17

and 18

(7) recommendations for a process for inte-19

grating and prioritizing State and Federal restora-20

tion activities and programs to which adaptive man-21

agement can be applied. 22

(c) IMPLEMENTATION.—In addition to carrying out 23

Federal restoration activities under existing authorities 24

and funding, the Administrator shall implement the plan 25
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developed under subsection (a) by providing technical and 1

financial assistance to Chesapeake Bay States using re-2

sources available for such purposes that are identified by 3

the Director under section 11402. 4

(d) UPDATES.—The Administrator shall update the 5

plan developed under subsection (a) every 2 years. 6

(e) REPORT TO CONGRESS.— 7

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 60 days after 8

the end of a fiscal year, the Administrator shall 9

transmit to Congress an annual report on the imple-10

mentation of the plan required under this section for 11

such fiscal year. 12

(2) CONTENTS.—The report required under 13

paragraph (1) shall contain information about the 14

application of adaptive management to restoration 15

activities and programs, including level changes im-16

plemented through the process of adaptive manage-17

ment.

watershed, who shall review and report on restoration ac-7

tivities and the use of adaptive management in restoration 8

activities, including on such related topics as are suggested 9

by the Chesapeake Executive Council.
